Others expressing their views on 
the serious situation include Justice 
S. Priee Gilbert. of the Georgia su- 
preme court: Judge Samuel H. Sibley, 
of the U. S. distriet court: Judges 
Nash R. Broyles and Roscoe Luke 
of the state court of appeals: Con- 
yressmen W. C. Wright, E. E. Cox. 
Samuel Rutherford, W. C. Lankford 
and M. C. Tarver, Dr. John D. Mell, 
president of the Georgia Baptist con- 
vention; Bishop Warren A. Candler, 
Clark Howell, editeur of The 
stitution, and many others. 

President Hoover's statement, which 
is given on the front page, reads as 
follows: 

“What we are facing today is the 
possibility that respect for law as law 
is fading from the sensibilities of 
our people. The duty to enforce’ the 
laws rests upon every official and the 
dutoy to obey the laws rests upon 
every citizen. The very essence of 
freedom is obedience to law; liberty 
itself has but one foundation, and 
that in in the law.” 

Chief Justice Taft says: 

“I am greatly encouraged with the 
response coming from our people in

enforcement of our laws. I believe 
better days are ahead. And when our 
already good Jaws are supported by 
a united and enlightened publi¢ opin- 
ion, based on the fundamental 
trines of democracy and the fear 
Almighty God, we shall realize 
we must all now desire to 
law in its majesty.” 

Senator William 
concerning the eighteenth 
ment: 


“The Eighteenth Amendment is vio- |

Senator Walter F. George com- 
mends the idea of enlisting the inter- 
est and conviction of preachers, 
teachers and parents in the enforce- 
inent of law and observance ot law.

“We have been busy building a 
material civilization and the most of 
us have become *materialists although 
lacking in courage to admit it. In 
the realm of morals and religion we 
have placed reliance upon carnal 
things and material instrumentalities. 
We rely more upon the sheriff. than 
we do upon moral principle. and 
spiritual toree. As a nation 
ceased to be a rural people. Roughly, 
one-fourth of our people live in the 
eountry and three-fourths in the city. 
The city is now making our stand- 
ards, The problem of law 
ment depends in large measure upon 


the character and integrity of officials | 


in the city especially judges, prose- 
cuting attorneys and police officers.” 

Chancellor Charles M. Snelling, of 
the University of Georgia believes 
that parents rather than the young 
people are responsible for much ot 
ihe lawlessness today.

FLORIDA GOVERNOR 
OFFERS NEW TAX PLAN 


Tallahassee. Fla.. May 22.—(A)— 
Governor Dovle Carlton today made 
an extemporaneous special legislative 
message, the vehicle of a plea for 
“sober, intelligent thought’ toward 
passage of finance and taxation meas- 
ures in the face of financ.al danger. 

Simultaneously, the chief executive 
brought to a joint session of the sen- 
ate and house of representatives an 
alternate plan for revenue distribn- 
tion, scheduled to reduce the opposi- 
tion that has been voiced to the orig- 
inal plan as contained in his six inter- 
locking bills for tax revision. 

The special message came as a sur- 
prise to the members of the senate 
and house, who generally had not ex- 
pected to receive for several days the 
substitute distribution plan. 

The new Carlton distribution sched- 
ule, embracing approximately $21,- 
600,000 in revenue, would involve a 
general redistribution of gasoline and 
motor vehicle funds. 

Re-enactment of the present five- 
eent gasoline tax would be provided. 
as in the original interlocking six bill 
Plan. Instead of sending three-fifths 
of this money to the state road de 
partment and two-fifths to a_ poel 
for reduction of road and bridge in- 
debtedness, the chief executive an- 
nounced the following proposed dis- 
tribution: 

Two cents a gallon 
road department. 

Two cents to reduce bonded indebt- 
edness; one cent of that amount dis- 
tributed to the counties as it is paid 
in, and one cent distributed on the 
basis of bonded indebtedness of the 
respective Counties.

Stocks Recover at Noon But 
Late Drive Sends Prices Crash- 
ing te Low Levels—Raise in 
Rediscount Rates Is Anticipat- 
ed in New. York, | 


New York, May 22.—Stocks open- 
ed soft on the statement of the ad- 
visory council of the federal reserve 
board given out at Washington long 
after the close of the stock market 
yesterday and widely published in 
this morning's papers. There was sup- 
port at the opening of the market 
with prices recovering until noon 
under the Icadership of the oils, which 
were higher first on advances in 
Louisiana crude prices and then on 
the news that President Hoover had 
called a conference of oil state gov- 
ernors to discuss ways and means of 
working closer with the government 
in bringing about desired curtailment 
of oil well drilling, prevention of oil 
waste and oil conservation in general. 

With the beginning of the noon 
hour there was resumed heavy sell- 
ing of stocks, General Motors, Con- 
solidated Gas, Steel common and other 
g00d shares suffering most. Wall 
Street believes that the stock market 
was supported at the opening  be- 
enuse more stock was being offered 
for sale than liked by those who, 
working with the federal reserve, ate 
trying to bring about orderly liquida- 
tion; that is, taking down a brick at 
a time in the speculative structure 
instead of pulling down the roof. It 
remains to be seen whether this can 
be done with the big outside public 
heavily long on stocks, costing higher 
prices, and with high carrying charges 
eating into the princinal. 

Raising of Rates. 

Bets were made here in Wall Street 
that the New York rediscount rate 
would not be advanced this coming 
Thursday. In this connection the be- 
lief was expressed that inasmuch 
ns liquidation of brokers’ loans is now 
under way, the reserve bank here 
would postpone act.on in advancing 
its rediscount rate until such 
could again be used as a club.

board. The fact that the board made 
publie the resolution passed yesterday 
by the advisory council is accepted by 
Wall Street as meaning that there 
will be an advance to 6 per cent in 
the very near future in the rediscount 
rate at Boston, Chicago, Philadelphia 
and New York, followed later by ad- 
vances elsewhere. It is understood here 
that for weeks the four reserve banks 
named have repeatedly asked the fed- 
eral_reserve board to approve an ad- 
vance in the rediscount rate. 

If the New York reserve bank, for 
example, advances its rediscount rate 
a full 1 per cent to 6 in the near 
future this rate will compare with 
3 1-2 per cent in January of 1928, 
with 4 per cent in February of last 
vear, with 4 1-2 in May, with 5 in 
July, the rate since maintained. The 
low record rate was 3 per cent, main- 
tained for the last five months in 
1924 and the first month of 1925.
